HELP SAVE GASOLINE

One-Half Is Used in DPleasure
Riding

After a careful Investigation of the pres.
ent gaszoline situation, Van H. Manning.
director of the Bureau of Mined of the |w-
partment of the Interjor, has lssued the
following siatement

“One.half of the gasoline vsed in the
United Statea (L230,000,000 gallons) Is
used In pieasure riding It fu estimatied
that the United =tates Arniy will need a60,-
000,000 gallons for alruvlunes tracks, wutos
mobile tractors and other machines, ‘Thera
Is no wuy of obtalning this in this country
axcept by saving from the existing supply,
and this economy may be provured by vol-
untary cutting down of plensure riding (for
instance, the man who tulkes his family out
on Bunday for a fifty-mile ride can cut this
blil in half) It has been estimated that
by economicihl use enough gasoline can be
maved to wmipply not only the United Siates,

following suggestions should be obperyved
by automoblle owners Do not allow eén=

giden tor run idle.  Use kerosens, not gamn-
Hne, for cleaning purposes in the garage
Bee to it that the varburdtor does not
Porm the habit of shutting off the gas
at the tank, By Judiclous regulntion of t
mixture of gasoline and alr fn the motor
«Both greater powser and economy of fuel
may be obtalned Automaobile owners neead
not lay up cars, but should use them «ither
for trade or pleasure purposes thaug bt fulls
and judiclously. If this advice |8 followed
there will be no undue gcarcity, for the
United States possestes an abundant supply
for crdinury purposes.”

snt practice of the men on the butts having
to take shelter when the guns are fired
